The Menisci (semilunar flbrocartilages) (Fig. 349) .— The menisci are two cresceatic 
lamellae, which serve to deepen the surfaces of the head of the tibia for articulation with the 
condyles of the femur. The peripheral border of each meniscus is thick, convex, and attached 
to the inside of the capsule of the joint; the opposite border is thin, concave, and free. The 
upper surfaces of the menisci are concave, and in contact with the condyles of the femur, 
their lower surfaces are flat, and rest upon the head of the tibia; both surfaces are smooth, 
and invested by synovial membrane. Each meniscus covers approximately the peripheral 
two-thirds of the corresponding articular surface of the tibia. 

The medial meniscus (meniscus medialis; internal semilunar fibrocartilage) is nearly 
semicircular in form, a little elongated from before backward, and broader behind than in 
front; its anterior end, thin and pointed, is attached to the anterior intercondyloid fossa of the 
tibia, in front of the anterior cruciate ligament; its posterior end is fixed to die posterior 
intercondyloid fossa of the tibia, between the attachments of the lateral meniscus and the 
posterior cruciate ligament
